Protestants have suffered 
very little from persecution until recently in the Iron 
Curtain countries where al! religion is hated.

A Modern Church-State Union Which No One Opposes 


RECENTLY the entire world had an opportunity to 

listen to or watch the coronation ceremony . 
Queen Elizabeth II, not only as head of the Britis 
Commonwealth but of the Established Church 4 
England. No union of Church and State could be 
more intimate than that. No such union obtains in 
any Catholic country unless we should call Vatican 
City, covering an area equal to a hundred acre farm, 
a country. 

Many times the Archbishop of Canterbury re- 
minded the Queen that it would. be 
uphold only one form of Protestantism, namely. that 
of the Established Church. 


She was expected to say 


This I shall do.” We doubt w? ether che lhked to 
make that particular promise, but it was part of the 


coronation cerermnony. She has more Catholic sub- 
jects in the world than she has members of that 
“Established Church.” In certain tributaries and 
colonies she has more Mohammedans or members of 
other Protestant churches than she has of the Estab- 
ished Church

jokes about the police Still others 
openly criticize the police All of 
this adds up to just one thing in 
the minds of the kids lack of 
re spect or fear for the poice 

Thev learn it right at home. It's 


working against us all the time 


I think the chief has a point 
Certainly, policemen make mis 
takes from time to time. They are 
not all perfect diplomats, psychi- 
atrists, physicians, juvenile ex- 
perts and all the other things 
whith people seem to expect them 
to be. Yet by and large. the over 
whelming majority of them do a 
magnificent job when it comes to 
handling kids. It seems to me, that 
the police are on the lenient side 
if anything. 

Be that as it may, while the 
chief was talking, I was thinking 
along some other lines. It seemed 
to me that most of what he was 
saying could also be applied where 
even higher authority is concern- 
ed. I refer to priests, sisters, broth- 
ers and other spiritual superiors 
and the open criticism which they 
frequently get in the home 

Granted that the pastor makes 
a mistake occasionally in dealing 
with some parish matter. Or the 


sister sends a boy home with some | 


undeserved punishment. The real 
mistake is made when this be- 
comes a matter of heated family 
discussion and in front of the 
children' They drink in everything 
that is said. And as the police 
chief says, “it all adds up to one 
thing — lack of respect for author 
ity’” But the sad feature here is 
that this is spiritual authority’ 

No one knows how much harm 
is done in just such a way. Even 
the very best Catholic homes are 
vulnerable on the point. How easy 
it is to blurt out with, 
Smith is crazy if he thinks people 
are going to put up with that silly 
idea’” 

Or, “why don't the sisters make 
up their minds?” 

Or, “if they had built the school 
right in the first place, we 
wouldn't be having all this trouble 
now. I tried to tell him, but 
Father Jones knows it all. He's 
the most stubborn guy that ever 
walked. And besides when we took 
those non-Catholics to church the 
other day, didn't he haul out that 
old red bandanna and blow his 
nose so loud you could hear him 
for blocks'” 

“They must think we Catholics 
are an ignorant bunch'” And so 
on. Sounds like normal, household 

tter, doesn't it? Perhaps it is, 

ut it is loaded with dynamite, es- 
pecially when the kids are around

This kind of talk sows seeds not 
only for present contempt of the 
Church and her representatives, 
but also paves the way for future 
serious aberrations against ecclesi- 
astical authority. The young minds 
which hear this loose talk are 
deeply impressionable and they 
form fundamental conclusions.

Does You 


Help Or Harm? 


REV. ROGER 

E hear strange things these 
days. One of them is that 
indecent literature does no harm 


People who make such a state 
ment are unwittingly justifying the 
filth that appears on the news. 
stands and passes through the mail 
of the United States of America 
They do not like all this talk and 
action from decent-minded citizens 
who demand that printed filth be 
run out of town. They do not like 
such action which borders on “cen 
sorship,” they say 

But if bad literature has no bad 
effect on the human mind and 
character, then good literature 
leaves no good effect! And if this 
is the case—which it isn't, of course 
—then why read at all? Why write 
at all? 

Why do we have libraries to pro 
vide good literature for children 
and adults—if reading has no ef- 
fect on people? Why should men 
sweat out editorials in newspapers 
and magazines if they believe that 
what they write will have no effect 
anyhow on their readers? 


It's nothing but plain horse 
sense that tells us that bad litera- 
ture leaves bad effects and good 
literature leaves good effects on 
mind and character. 


As for “censorship” which is 
said to interfere with freedom, it 
is a fact, which needs no proof, 
that many people do not know how 
to use their freedom.

Well, it is the Gospel. And why 
do I think of the Gospel? The an- 
swer is easy. I think of it because 
when it comes time for the Gospel 
at Mass everyone stands. And it 
is only right that people should 
stand. It is right because the Gos 
pel which is part of the Bible, is 
the Word of God. It tells us the 


prays,

reads the holy words of the Gospel. 


God Showed Us 


It was God Himself who showed 
us, long ago, just how holy a man 
should be when he is going to 
speak the word of God to other 
people.

: pel, first incenses the book. That is 
why, at any Mass, the priest kisses 
the holy words when he has fin- 
ished reading them. 


In the old days the bishop used 
to kiss the Bible every time he 
went into his cathedral church. 
And in the very earliest days of 
the Church the Christians used to 
wear a little box around their 
necks like a necklace. Inside the 
box was a piece of paper with a 
part of the Gospel written on it. 

Even now, when people take an 
oath to tell the truth, they take 
their oath by putting their hand 
on the Bible.

@The dots on the maps above are mighty important te 
those served by the State's 43 Rural Electric Membership 
Corporations. They indicate the points of connection pro- 
vided by the electric companies of Indiana, where electric 
power is obtained by the REMCs. 


As the maps show, when REMC electric requirements 
increase, new points of connection are added. The electric 
power needs of the REMCs are always carefully considered 
in the expansion programs of Public Service Company 


and the ether Indiana electric companies. 


Today Public Service Company provides electric power 
to 31 of Indiana's REMCs at 161 connection peints. An 
additional eight points are under contract for completion 
during 1953. That will make 109 points, or nearly five 
times as many as the Company had back in 194¢6—illus- 
trating how rapidly REMC members’ use of electric power 
has increased in the last few years. 


Public Service Company is continually extending its 
lines and other facilities to make sure there's “plenty of 
power” for farm areas, for residences, and for business 
and industrial electric users in the 70 counties it serves. 
Altogether, the Company had a total investment in facili- 
ties of more than $230 million at the end of 1952, and 
will have invested another $1106 million by the end ef 1955.
